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SUMMARY 


Orsha  Army  Supply  Depot  (Figure  1)  is  lo- 
cated in  che  northwest  section  of  Orsha  (54-30N 
030-24E).  It  is  served  by  two  rail  spurs  from 
the  Orsha  Railroad  Station,  Classification  Yards 
and  Shops  Northwest  and  by  city  streets.  The 
Orsha  Southwest  Airfield 

is  located  eleven  kilometers  (km)  to  the  south- 
Petroleum  Storage  Reserv^ 
is  located  3.5  km  to  the  south. 
The  Supply  Depot  (Figures  2 and  3)  is 
secured  and  covers  approximately  32  acres. 
It  contains  one  administration  building,  30 
storage  buildings,  and  eight  small  support 


buildings.  A probable  fence  separates  the  ad- 
ministration area  in  the  western  end  of  the 
depot  from  the  remainder  of  the  storage  area. 

The  installation  is  covered  by  1956  TALENT 
photography  and  six  KEYHOLE  missions  between 
April  1962  and  March  1964.  Comparative  analy- 
sis reveals  a slight  increase  in  usage  from  1962 
to  1964.  Significant  changes  observed  on  April 
1962  photography  include  replacement  of  two 
storage  buildings  by  two  larger  storage  build- 
ings and  the  addition  of  five  other  storage 
buildings.

DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTAUATION 


Railroad  Service 

A rail  spur  from  the  Orsha  Classification 
Yards  Northwest  forms  two  sub-spurs  to  serve 
the  installation. 

Road  Service 

Urban  streets  provide  access  toall  primary 
roads  in  Orsha. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  E has  28  storage  buildings  and  four 
support  buildings  located  in  the  main  storage 


area.  April  1962  photography  revealed  com- 
pletion of  one  storage  building  which  was  under 
construction  in  1956,  replacement  of  two  storage 
buildings  with  larger  buildings,  and  addition 
of  three  storage  buildings. 

One  administration  building,  two  storage 
buildings,  and  four  support  buildings  are  located 
in  the  administrative  area  at  the  west  side  of  the 
installation.  April  1 962  photography  revealed  the 
addition  of  the  two  storage  buildings.
